Mass Meeting 
Civic Groups 
April 17 
A mass meeting of all the mem­ 
bers of the Chamber of Commerce. 
Business Men's Association, and 
Palm Springs Associates, will be 
held in the Grammar School Au­ 
ditorium. Monday evening, April 
17, at 8 o'clock, to complete 
amalgamation of the three groups 
into one organization. 
At the meeting of the Amalgama­ 
tion committee, consisting of two 
representatives of each of the four 
local civic organizations, it was de­ 
cided that the Business Men’s Asso­ 
ciation, being the only one of the 
four groups that is incorporated, 
would have to take the initiative in 
legally 
consolidating 
the 
four 
groups. Thereupon, the committee 
made the following decisions: 
Call meeting of Business Men’s 
Association directors for Wednesday, 
April 5. 
B. M. A. suspend all employment 
bureau service at once. 
B. M. A. continue credit bureau. 
Prepare list of members and stat­ 
us of dues. 
Chamber of Commerce to operate 
under corporate charter of Business 
Men’s Association. 
Fiscal year from April 1 to March 
31, starting April 1, 1939. 
Each organization collect 
all 
money possible. 
Pay nothing except what is cur­ 
rently necessary for operation. 
Secretary Dudley to continue in 
present capacity with B. M. A. and 
to be responsible to present board 
of B. M. A., until official change. 
Board of new organization to con­ 
sist of 21 members. Quorum to be 
seven board members. 
Dues: $25 per year for business­ 
es; $12 per year for non-business. 
Wednesday's Meeting 
Two days later, on Wednesday, 
directors of the Business Men’s As­ 
sociation met in the association’s of­ 
fices in the Plaza, with President H. 
E. “Pat” Patterson presiding. Ex­ 
ecutive Secretary Frank Shannon of 
the Chamber of Commerce gave a 
brief resume of the action taken by 
the Amalgamation Committee, as 
outlined above. 
The group practically came to the 
conclusion that the Property Own­ 
ers’ Association would not be able 
to join with the Amalgamated or­ 
ganization because of provisions in 
their by-laws, that organization 
would probably continue on its own.

GIANT SENTINELS TO GUARD 
THE PORTAL OF PALM SPRINGS 96 Women To Compete In Fourth Annual 
P. S. Women's Invitation Golf Tournament 


The two groups of giant palm trees, pictured above, will stand at the 
north entrance to the city of Palm Springs within a month. The trees 
were photographed in the Coachella Valley, where they now stand. They 
were purchased by Thomas O’Donnell, who has donated them to the city. 
The trees which are more than 35 feet high and have a total weight of 
about 40 tons, will be moved by Millard and Ray Wright, local landscape 
architects, who secured the trees for Mr. O’Donnell. 
The huge palms, which will be set on both sides of the highway in 
landscaped parks 30x100 feet in size, will have the appearance of giant 
sentinels guarding the entrance to the city. Wide, deep holes will have to 
be duf* and filled with rich earth, into which the trees will be set iust as 
shown in the picture. Around them will be planted native desert flower­ 
ing plants and shrubs. Throughout the summer the trees will be cared 
for by the Wright brothers and will be kept wet with an abundance of 
water donated by Mr. and Mrs. Culver Nichols. Realty Service Co., 
through the president, John G. Munholland, donated the strip of land for 
the park on the west side of the street, and it is understood owners of the 
property on the east side have made a similar donation.

Sub-stratosphere

new science of sub-stratosphere fly­ 
ing and the marvelous discoveries 
that medical science has made 
by experimenting with the use of 
oxygen and helium in airplanes 
from 15,000 to 35,000 feet above the 
earth. 
Dr. Randolph Lovelace, a young 
physician only 31 years old, of Mayo 
Clinic of Rochester, Minn., was the

gen machines with him and demon­ 
strated its use. He said that people 
who are subject to air-sickness or 
who have bad hearts or other serious 
ailments, can now travel in comfort 
and safety at any altitude in sealed 
airplanes or by using the portable 
oxygen equipment, and they suffer 
no ill effects. He said the Mayo 
Clinic prefers to have their patients

Alvin W cingartcn, prom inent Palm Springs insurance agent with o f­ 
fices in T he Plaza, has brought to our attention that a bill has been in­ 
troduced m the California State Assembly. Assembly Bill No. 2398, which 
would remove the exemption from California inheritance tax under the 
present law of S' ' " 1 of life insurance proceeds, payable as a death claim 
to named beneficiaries. 
M r W cingartcn outlined the many reasons why 
it is im portant that the people of California demand that their legislators 
not foist such a law on them. 
• 
Insurance man W cingartcn suggested the following argum ents against 
taxing the proceeds of life insurance policies when they become death 
claims: 
The existing law 
U nder the present law. $30,000 of life insurance 
proceeds, payable a- a death claim to named beneficiaries (widows, or­ 
phaned children, m others, fathers, etc ), is exempt from California in­ 
heritance tax. 
The proposed law: 
A bill has been introduced in the State Assembly 
(Assembly Bill N o. 2398) which would remove this exemption, and sub­ 
jects proceeds of all life insurance policies to California inheritance tax. 
Reasons w hy this proposal should be opposed: 
(1) 
Life insurance encourages savings and prevents family depend­ 
ency. 
It is a self imposed tax to prevent ourselves and our dependents 
from becoming w ards of the state. 
As a m atter of public policy, the state 
should maintain the present exem ption of $30,000 which encourages life 
insurance. 
. 
(2) 
T he prom pt paym ent of life insurance proceeds is one of the 
principal features of life insurance. 
To tax these proceeds would bring 
about complications w hich would prevent prom pt payment to the bene­ 
ficiaries who rely on life insurance to tide them over a period of adjust­ 
ment which necessarily follows the death of the insured. 
(3) 
M any policies of life insurance heretofore issued have been 
taken out on the assumption that the proceeds would be prom ptly paid 
to the beneficiaries w ithout deduction of inheritance taxes. 
It w ould be 
unfair to rem ove this exemption at this time. 
(4) 
Lite insurance proceeds payable to named beneficiaries are not 
part of the insured's estate. 
T hese proceeds pass to the beneficiaries by 
virtue of a contract betw een the company and the insured, which con­ 
tract becomes pcrform able upon the death of the insured. 
(3) 
T h e desirability and fairness of the exemption from inheritance 
taxation of life insurance proceeds payable to named beneficiaries (widows, 
.orphaned children, m others, fathers, etc.) are demonstrated by the prac­ 
tice of the various states and the federal governm ent in regard thereto, 
to-wit: 
(a) 
T hirty states entirely exem pt such proceeds: 
(b) 
Fifteen additional states and the federal governm ent have laws 
similar to the existing California law exem pting proceeds up to a certain 
amount.

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Urge School for 
Primary Grades; 
Want Site Bought 


Cathedral City needs a school- 
one for the primary grades. 
The 
leasing of dwellings is often contin­ 
gent on the school facilities and the 
resident owners who have school 
children are very much for it. About 
the only opposition expressed is by 
those who do not understand the 
set-up that has been discussed for 
the community. One plan is for 
the primary grades to have their 
classes here and for two teachers 
provided under the authority of 
Miss Katherine Finchy, who would 
detail special subject teachers, mu­ 
sic, art, etc., to come from Palm 
Springs for certain periods on cer­ 
tain days. Also it was suggested 
that on special occasions when some 
celebrated person or thing was on 
the program of entertainment at 
the Palm Springs school that the 
Cathedral City 
primary 
pupils 
would be transported into Palm 
Springs to attend. 
There are many reasons why this 
community should wish to tie in 
with Palm Springs rather than 
shoulder the load of responsibility 
and taxes in launching out as a sep­ 
arate district. 
Under the chairmanship of Mrs. 
Edna Cobb, the school committee 
of the Chamber of Commerce, is this 
week circulating a petition to the 
Desert School District board, asking 
the district to acquire a site while 
such a site is available and pledg­ 
ing cooperation with the board to 
improve the site pending the build­ 
ing of a school. 
Address Petition to Board 
The petition addressed to the Des­ 
ert District board at Palm Springs 
reads as follows: “The Undersign­ 
ed petitioners are property owners 
in Cathedral City and adjacent area 
and we do hereby petition your hon­ 
orable board to consider as an in­ 
itial step the acquisition of a site 
for a school in this community. 
"Upon due consideration we find 
there is but one site available con­ 
taining the required five acres with 
the utilities at hand and we do rec­ 
ommend that your honorable board 
purchase the five acre area bounded 
on the west by Van Fleet avenue 
and on the south by Second street. 
Said area contains more than three 
and three-quarters acres free from 
flood menace and the balance can 
be protected and filled at a reason­ 
able cost. 
"Upon acceptance of said site by 
your honorable board the signers of 
this petition undertake to improve 
to some extent the surface of said 
site and to assist your honorable 
board with such improvements as 
we are able to provide." 
Those signing the above petition 
are in Cathedral City at this time 
and a request will be sent to sev­ 
eral who are absent to write in that 
they subscribe to the petition. 
Many sites have been considered 
but it seems the one petitioned for 
is the only one that can be secure-d, 
and the objection that erosion fences 
will be required is a desert condi­ 
tion that everyone faces and will 
continue to face until some time in 
the future when some governmental 
agency protects the area as a whole. 
Chamber of Commerce Meets 
At the regular monthly meeting of 
the Chamber of Commerce at the 
Town Hall. Tuesday evening, a fair 
representation of citizens was pres­ 
ent and in addition to the school 
question, listened to several other 
matters of community interest. A 
lengthy communication from the 
Southern California Gas Co. was 
read, relative to the prospects of get­ 
ting gas service in Cathedral City, 
and the matter was referred to a 
committee composed of F. M. Naley, 
John Nachant, C. A. Ramberg and 
Mrs. Emma McMickle. 
Several communications from the 
County Chamber of Commerce that 
had to do with appropriations for 
eradicating pine boring beetles and 
other subjects affecting our w ater­ 
shed and erosion problems was re­ 
ferred to the flood control commit­ 
tee headed by E. F. Martell to study 
and dispose of.
